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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is response to Applicants' AMENDMENT filed on 1 1/08/2005. 

2. Claims 22-23 have been cancelled. 

3. Claims 1-2, 6-7, 9-12, 16-17 and 20-21 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety 
of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 1-2, 6-7, 9-12, 16-17 and 
20-21 are allowed in light of the applicants' argument and in light of the prior arts of 
made record. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claimed invention is directed to a method and a network system for 

generating projected graph data structure including generating a request for the 
projected graph data structure using a variable usage specification, retrieving a server 
graph data structure using the request. Generating a service-side projected graph data 
structure representation using the generated request, the server object graph and a 
schema associated with server object graph and instantiating the project object graph 
using the service-side projected graph data structure representation, wherein the 
service-side projected graph data structure representation is represented using a hash 
table. 

The closest prior arts, Falls et al. (hereinafter Falls) of US Patent No.: 5,991,771 
teaches client/server computer network for capturing information defining a schema for 
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user by an agent or client of the network. The class schema is including a set of 
attribute definitions and a set of object classes or classes. Each class has at least one 
or more attributes. A collection of related objects or "object graph" is stored in a 
database where the object or part of object to be retrieved as a projection action and 
synchronization or replication over the client-server network and a set of containment 
classes that identify the classes permitted to contain instances of this class. Prompt et 
al. (hereinafter Prompt) of Pub. No.: US 2001/0034733 A1 teaches the client of the 
network being enable to add an object to the data structure where objects are stored by 
instantiating that object and Barnes et al. (hereinafter Barnes) of Pub. No.: US 
2002/0116412 A1 teaches the objects are stored in the hash table. 

Thus, in combination, Falls, Prompt and Barnes fail to teach "a variable usage 
specification, ... generating a service-side project graph data structure representation 
using the generated requested, the server object graph, and a schema associated with 
server object graph, wherein the service-side projected graph data structure 
representation is represented using a hash table." 

6. These distinct features, in conjunction with all other limitations of the dependents 
and independent claims render claims 1-2, 6-7, 9-12, 16-17 and 20-21 them allowable.
